Fresh protests as prophet 
cartoons fuel Muslim fury

PARIS (AFP) - As 
protests again 
erupted across the 
Muslim world yes¬ 
terday over an 
anti-Islam film, a 
French magazine 
poured fuel on the 
fire by publishing 
obscene cartoons 
depicting the Pro¬ 
phet Mohammed. 

France braced 
for a backlash over 
the caricatures, 
stepping up secu¬ 
rity at its emba¬ 
ssies and banning 
demonstrations on 
its own soil as se¬ 
nior officials and 
Muslim leaders ap¬ 
pealed for calm. 

Paris said that 
on Friday, the Muslim day of 
prayer, it would shutter its 
diplomatic missions, cultural 
centers and French schools in 
around 20 Muslim countries 
for fear of violent protests. 

More than 30 people have 
been killed in attacks and vio¬ 
lent protests linked to the film 
"Innocence of Muslims", in¬ 
cluding 12 people who died in 
an attack by a female suicide 


bomber in Afghanistan on 
Tuesday. 

The crudely made film — 
which was produced by US- 
based extremist Christians and 
depicts the Prophet as a thug- 
gish womaniser — has trig¬ 
gered protests in at least 20 
countries since excerpts were 
posted online.

All parties will do their ut¬ 
most to form a center for car¬ 
diology intervention in Aruba 
as a new vision for the benefit 
and wellbeing of our people. 
The Dr. Horacio Oduber Hos¬ 
pital will be completely re¬ 
sponsible for the management 
of the center while guarantee¬ 
ing the contribution of our Car¬ 
diologists. The Hospital will be 
responsible for creating a rela¬ 
tionship of partnership with a 
renowned international center 


of cardiology intervention. 

Our Cardiologists will pro¬ 
mote the optimal use of the 
care and will ensure the need 
for using cardiology interven¬ 
tion. They will work in con¬ 
formity with international rules 
and the accepted standards of 
quality. Cardiology interven¬ 
tion will be practiced only in 
the Intervention center. 

The protocol contains a 
long list of requirements, obli¬ 
gations and particulars related 
to the operation of such a Car¬ 
diology Intervention Center. 

With such a Center here on 


Aruba, we can now do cardio¬ 
logy intervention realistically 
and responsibly. Thus far, we 
have been diagnosing, but now 
we can actually treat as well, 
like placing “stents” for exam¬ 
ple. This will definitely benefit 
our people and at the same 
time reduce the cost for AZV. 
Many patients will no longer 
need to go abroad for certain 
heart treatments. The participa¬ 
tion of the Hospital in this car¬ 
diology project is of vital 
importance, according to the 
government.

ORANJESTAD - Currently, 
an important meeting is being 
held in Washington DC which 
includes the participation of 
Ministers of Health of the 
American continent and the 
Caribbean. The purpose of this 
meeting is to analyze the poli¬ 
tics of the health of the region 
within the context of the Sani¬ 
tary Pan-American Conference 
on Health convened by the Pan 
American Health Organization 
(PAHO), also known as the Or- 
ganisacion Pan-Americana de 
Salud.

The Green Corridor project ap¬ 
pears to be a very important 
project for the government of 
Aruba, reason why they are 
pushing hard to get it going. 
The project entails a major ex¬ 
pansion of the main highway 
from the Beatrix Airport to the 
rotunda at Pos Chiquito, where 
it will change from being a one 
lane road to double lanes for a 
distance of more or less 8 kilo¬ 
meters. 

This expansion of road is 
intended to handle the in¬ 
creased flow of traffic in the 
area mentioned, especially 
after the move of the wharf 
from Barcadera when the traf¬ 


fic is expected to become even 
heavier. The government is so 
intent on getting this project 
moving, that they met with 
construction companies to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility for forming 
a national alliance and for even 
considering not going on their 
usual end of the year vacation 
in December. 

Actually, the Green Corridor 
is a combination of two proj¬ 
ects, the other being the “Ring- 
weg 3.” Originally the plan was 
to bring the traffic up to the Pos 
Chiquito rotunda, then to divert 
into green zones near the Na¬ 
tional Park to reach San Nico¬ 
las. That plan was disapproved 


by experts who advised instead 
to make the traffic at the rotunda 
in front of the airport go up to 
the Pos Chiquito rotunda and 
from there to improve the three 
main roads entering San Nico¬ 
las. This, they are convinced, 
will enable them to accomplish 
the same goal but with an im¬ 
provement in the barrios in San 
Nicolas. It will also mean re¬ 
pairing the roads, placing side¬ 
walks, parks and a cycle track 
for bikers going to San Nicolas, 
the new bridge, etc.

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Customs officials announces changes 
in import regulations for visiting 
pleasure craft 


ORANJESTAD — Due to the 
large number of sailboats vi¬ 
siting Aruban shores, the 
Douane , or Customs, remind 
their owners of certain condi¬ 
tions and regulations govern¬ 
ing their stay on Aruba. On 
October 1, 2012, a new regula¬ 
tion requiring the boat or plane 
to be declared to customs will 
be enforced. This applies to 
boats of no less than 14 meters. 
If the yacht will stay in Aruban 
waters no more than 180 days, 
then a temporary import per¬ 
mit must be acquired; this does 
not require a deposit. If it stays 
longer, up to one year, a tem¬ 
porary import permit must be 
applied for with payment of a 
deposit (or a bank guarantee) 
for the value of the duties on 
the yacht. Any stay longer than 
a year will categorize the yacht 
as an import and duties must 
be paid. Once a temporary per¬ 
mit has expired, the yacht must 
leave Aruban waters for no less 
than 15 days before another 
permit can be obtained. These 
time allotments are more in 
keeping with the immigration 



regulations of DIMAS, which 
allows visitors to stay on 
Aruba as a non-resident with 
“tourist” status, for 180 days 
over a one year period. 

By definition, a boat or 
plane registered as a “private 
pleasure craft” is prohibited 
from providing passage or trips 
for any sort of remuneration or 
profit. This also prohibits the 
rental of said craft to another 
individual to be used for profit 
or commercial purposes. Pe¬ 
ripheral items and accoutre¬ 
ments, such as fuel, are exempt 
from duties, as long as they are 
integrated into the system and 
necessary for its operation. 


Extra containers of fuel or large 
quantities of spare parts will be 
subject to import duties. 

Yacht clubs, which allow 
their members or visitors to 
store their boats or parts, may 
apply to Customs for qualifica¬ 
tion as operating an open ware¬ 
house. If Customs deems they 
meet the requirements, with 
boat and goods stored with the 
stipulation of them moving on 
to another destination, Customs 
will then issue the permits. 

A temporary import docu¬ 
ment is a simplified customs 
document that relates to a pri¬ 
vate air-or pleasure vessel 
which serves as a guarantee or 
deposit of import duty and any 
other taxes. The necessary in¬ 
formation is available at the 
ports Customs authority, call 
583-1286 for information and 
to obtain a form. 

Permanent legal residents 
of Aruba are not eligible for 
exception from import fees on 
aircraft or boats. Aircraft or 
boats brought to Aruba with 
the intention to sell them must 
pay import duties.

The roads to be repaired in the 
process will be: Jara, Savaneta, 
Sero Alejandro, Rooi Koochi, 
Mabon, Weg Seroe Blanco and 
Weg Fontein to San Nicolas. 
The other section is on the sea¬ 
side, running from Isla di Oro, 
south of Savaneta, Noord Cura 
Cabaai and Zeewijk to reach 
San Nicolas. This will be an 
expansion of 5KM and a reno¬ 
vation of approximately 23 
Km of existing roads. At the 
same time they will construct 
a road to connect with the new 
free zone at Barcadera where 
the wharf will be moved to. 


This will connect with the 
Green Corridor and hookup to 
the “Ringweg 3” to take traffic 
to the hotel area. 

The government has calcu¬ 
lated that the Green Corridor 
and the “Ringweg” will be es¬ 
sential for the more or less 
70% of all containers travel¬ 
ling to the hotels.

PARIS (AFP) - The French 
magazine that published top¬ 
less photos of Prince William's 
wife Catherine handed over 
files with the images yesterday 
to the couple's representatives, 
a source close to the matter 
said. 

The files were handed over 
after a French court on Tues¬ 
day ordered Closer magazine 
to present all forms of the pic¬ 
tures to the British royals 
within 24 hours or face a 
10,000-euro ($13,000) fine for 
every day's delay. 

Closer has said it does not 
own the images and simply 
bought them for exclusive first 
use, so it likely does not pos¬ 
sess all the original files. It has 
refused to say from whom it 
bought them and who the pho¬ 
tographer is. 

A Swedish celebrity maga¬ 
zine meanwhile published the 
controversial pictures yester¬ 
day, a day before its Danish 
sister magazine was to do the 


same. 

The Swedish magazine Se 
och Hoer splashed 11 pictures, 
taken during the couple's vaca¬ 
tion in southern France several 
weeks ago, over three pages. 

It was the fourth publica¬ 
tion to print the paparazzi 
snaps which have outraged the 
British royal family, whose 
lawyers obtained a civil in¬ 
junction and sought criminal 
charges in Paris in a bid to curb 
their spread. 

French authorities on Tues¬ 
day banned Closer from any 
further distribution of the pic¬ 
tures and began a criminal 
probe into how they were ob¬ 
tained. 

As well as ordering the 
magazine to hand over all 
forms of the pictures, the in¬ 
junction also bans Closer from 
reusing them in print or on its 
website and re-selling them on 
pain of further 10,000-euro 
fines for each infringement. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
young Filipino who lived off a 
rubbish dump and slept in an 
open tomb has won a presti¬ 
gious children's award in the 
Netherlands for his work to 
improve the rights of his fel¬ 
low street kids. 

Cris "Kesz" Valdez, aged 
13, was handed this year's In¬ 
ternational Children's Peace 
Prize at a glittering ceremony 
in The Hague yestersday, 
where he received a 100,000 
euro ($130,000) prize. 

Valdez was chosen from 
three finalists for the work of 
his "Championing Community 
Children" charity which raises 
funds to hand out gift parcels 
to needy children in Cavite 


City, about 30 kilometers (18 
miles) south of the capital 
Manila. 

"You are wonderful," Nobel 
Peace laureate Desmond Tutu, 
who handed over this year's 
prize, told Valdez at a press 
conference shortly after the 
ceremony, held in The Hague's 
historic Knight's Hall. 

"My message to children 
around the world is not to lose 
hope" and to remember things 
like hygiene, said Valdez, who 
added that the prize would help 
him get an education and per¬ 
haps realise his dream of be¬ 
coming a doctor. 

Through his charity, Valdez 
has handed out more than 
5,000 gifts to destitute children 


that included everyday articles 
like flip-flops, toys, sweets and 
clothes, said the KidsRights 
Foundation, the prize's initia¬ 
tor. 

In all, he has helped some 
10,000 children in his area on 
health, hygiene and children's 
rights, the foundation added. 

Some 246,000 street chil¬ 
dren are, like Valdez was as a 
young child, subjected to abuse, 
violence and child labour in the 
Philippines, it said. 

Asked about the prize 
money, KidsRights Foundation 
chairman Marc Dullaert said a 
committee was now to decide, 
together with Valdez, to which 
projects it would be donated.

US authorities botched Mexico gun- 
running probe 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
US authorities erred 
badly in probing a disas¬ 
trous gun-running opera¬ 
tion into Mexico, a 
government inspector 
said yesterday in a report 
that nonetheless cleared 
Attorney General Eric 
Holder. 

The 2009-2010 opera¬ 
tion was named Fast and 
Furious, after the series of Hol¬ 
lywood action movies, and its 
aim was to track weapons pur¬ 
chased by bogus buyers in Ari¬ 
zona and smuggled to drug 
cartels in Mexico. 

But many of the guns went 
missing, and two were later 
found at the murder scene of a 
US border patrol agent. 

Back in June the Republi¬ 
can-controlled House of Rep¬ 
resentatives took the historic 
and controversial step of hold¬ 
ing Holder in contempt over 
the gun-tracking operation and 
his refusal to turn over re¬ 
quested documents. 

It wanted to know if there 
was a cover up of the opera¬ 



tion, but the Obama adminis¬ 
tration cited "executive privi¬ 
lege" in declaring the 
documents protected. 

The report released yester¬ 
day by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment's inspector general 
Michael Horowitz "details a 
pattern of serious failures" by 
the Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco, Firearms and Explo¬ 
sives (ATF) and the US 
Attorney's office for the dis¬ 
trict of Arizona in their inves¬ 
tigation of what went wrong in 
Fast and Furious. 

But the inspector said he 
found "no evidence that Attor¬ 
ney General Holder was in¬ 
formed about Operation Fast 


and Furious, or learned 
about the tactics em¬ 
ployed by ATF in the in¬ 
vestigation, prior to 
January 31, 2011." 

Still, Horowitz was 
scathing with those who 
did run the operation. 

"Operation Fast and 
Furious received little or 
no supervision by ATF 
Headquarters, despite its 
connection to a dangerous nar¬ 
cotics cartel in Mexico, the se¬ 
rious risk it created to public 
safety in the United States and 
Mexico, and its potential im¬ 
pact on the country's relation¬ 
ship with Mexico," the report 
stated. 

Authorities in the ATF and 
the US attorney's office in Ari¬ 
zona who designed, imple¬ 
mented or supervised Fast and 
Furious will be reviewed and 
possibly punished, Holder said 
in a statement after the inspec¬ 
tor's report came out. 

He also accepted the resig¬ 
nation of a deputy assistant at¬ 
torney general.

Charlie Hebdo's editor,

The left-wing publication's 
offices were firebombed last 
year after it published an edi¬ 
tion "guest-edited by Mo¬ 
hammed" that it called Sharia 
Hebdo.

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FARC leader rejects peace process 
deadline 


Mexico deadly gas plant fire 
called 'unusual accident' 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The leader 
of Colombia's FARC rebel 
group said yesterday peace ne¬ 
gotiations with the government 
would not be bound by a dead¬ 
line despite President Juan 
Manuel Santos insistence they 
be concluded within months. 

The rebel leader, whose real 
name is Rodrigo Londono but 
is better known as Timoleon 
Jimenez or "Timoshenko," ex¬ 
pressed his "high hopes" of 
ending to the half-century-old 
conflict and said the FARC 
was ready to disarm at the end 
of the process. 

However, in an interview 
published on Colombia's com¬ 
munist party website, he criti¬ 
cized Santos for insisting that 


BOGOTA (AFP) - A FARC 
guerrilla linked to a foiled at¬ 
tempt to bomb a police head¬ 
quarters in Bogota in May was 
killed in a shoot out in 


the talks — the first in a decade 
— conclude "within months." 

"It's an expectation that he

REYNOSA (AFP) - The Me¬ 
xican gas plant fire and explo¬ 
sion that left 26 people dead 
near the US border was an 
"unusual accident," state-run 
energy firm Pemex said 
yesterday, ruling out foul 
play. 

Another 28 workers were 
injured while seven remained 
missing following Tuesday's 
fire at the Pemex gas recep¬ 
tion and distribution center 
near the border city of 
Reynosa. 

"We have no evidence that 
it was a deliberate incident, or 
some kind of attack," Pemex 
director Juan Jose Suarez told 
reporters. "All the evidence 
points to an unusual acci¬ 
dent." 

Pemex pipelines have been 
targeted by fuel thieves in the 
past, causing leaks and in one 
case a deadly blast in 2010. 

President Felipe Calderon 
ordered the prosecutor's office 
to join Pemex's investigation 


into the accident, which he 
said could have turned into a 
major catastrophe if not for 
the quick thinking of emer¬ 
gency workers. 

The president said the go¬ 
vernment will take measures 
to ensure that homes, busi¬ 
nesses and factories in the 
north continue to receive gas 
after the accident. 

The damaged plant re¬ 
ceives natural gas from the 
Burgos basin and distributes 
the product to Pemex's gas 
and petrochemicals unit. 

"We want to know exactly 
what happened, which is key 
to prevent this type of tragedy 
from happening again, parti¬ 
cularly in such sensitive and 
strategic facilities for the 
country," Calderon said. 

Witnesses said they heard 
at least two explosions before 
the fire broke out. 

It was the third incident at 
a Pemex facility in a little 
over a month.

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In lab, drug-on-the-cob fights rare disease 


PARIS (AFP) - Biologists in 
Canada have made a medical 
enzyme using genetically-en¬ 
gineered corn, a feat that 
could one day slash the cost 
of treating a life-threatening 
inherited disease, a journal 
reported. 

Inserting a section of DNA 
code into maize seed caused 
them to make alpha-L- 
iduronidase in the en¬ 
dosperm, a nutritive tissue in 
the corn kernel. 

Alpha-L-iduronidase 
breaks down sugar molecules 
and is deficient in people 


with mucopolysaccheridosis 
I (MPS 1). 

This is a so-called lysoso¬ 
mal storage disorder, in 
which sugary debris builds 
up in cells, damaging tissue 
in the heart, eyes, skeleton 
and brain. 

Without replacement en¬ 
zymes, sufferers of MPS 1 
often die in childhood. 

Until now, the therapy has 
been produced by coaxing 
cultures of cells taken from 
the ovaries of Chinese ham¬ 
sters, and is hugely expen¬ 
sive. 


The existing drug for 
MPS 1, laronidase (marketed 
as Aldurazyme) costs around 
$300,000 annually for chil¬ 
dren and $1 million for 
adults. 

The research, led by Alli¬ 
son Kermode at Simon Fraser 
University in Burnaby, 
British Columbia, is pub¬ 
lished in the journal Nature 
Communications. 

The results amount to 
’’proof of concept” for mak¬ 
ing the enzyme in laboratory 
conditions, the team say. 


Further work would be 
needed to scale up volume, 
but this should not be too 
much of a problem and con¬ 
ventional techniques could be 
used, they add. 

Severe MPS I occurs in 
approximately in one in 
100,000 newborns, according 
to the website Genetics 
Home Reference, which is 
supported by the US health 
authorities. 

A milder form, called at¬ 
tenuated MPS I, occurs in 
about one in 500,000 births. 


PRISTINA (AFP) - A woman 
had died of the mosquito- 
borne West Nile virus in 
Kosovo as two more patients 
were suspected of being in¬ 
fected with the disease, a 
health official said on 
Wednesday. 

The two suspected cases 
were being treated in hospital, 
said Naser Ramadani, head of 
Kosovo’s Public Health Insti¬ 
tute. 

Earlier this month, three 
people died in the first ever 
outbreak of the West Nile 
virus in neighbouring Serbia, 
in which 35 contracted the dis¬ 
ease. 

First discovered in Uganda 
in 1937, the virus is carried by 
birds and spread to humans by 
mosquitoes. 

It can cause symptoms sim¬ 
ilar to flu, but in extreme cases 
can result in fever, coma and a 
lethal swelling of the brain tis¬ 
sue, known as encephalitis. It 
can also cause meningitis. 

There is no known cure for 
the disease but 80 percent of 
those infected will not develop 
any symptoms at all.

Snake venom could unlock 
disease cures 
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Twitter unveils new 
design, apps 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Snakes are 
able to convert their venom 
back into harmless molecules 
according to new research 
published Wednesday that sci¬ 
entists said could have impor¬ 
tant implications for diseases 
like cancer. 

The joint British-Australian 
study of venom and tissue 
gene sequences in snakes 
showed that venom not only 
evolved from regular cells but 
could be turned back into 
harmless proteins. 

Gavin Huttley, from the 
Australian team, said it was 
the first time snakes’ venom 
had been shown to evolve 
back into regular tissues and 
was a significant finding for 
the development of drugs for 


conditions like cancer or dia¬ 
betes. 

Snake venom typically tar¬ 
gets the same physiological 
pathways as many human dis¬ 
eases and Huttley said under¬ 
standing how the venom 
molecule changed form could 
help scientists develop new 
drug cures. 

Some snake venoms, for 
example, cause the cells that 
line blood vessels to separate 
and die, including the kinds 
that feed cancerous tumours, 
and Huttley said mapping how 
that worked could lead to 
more effective cancer treat¬ 
ments. 

”It highlights that venom 
molecules, these things that 
actually kill us, in fact are just 


derivatives of normal pro¬ 
teins,” said Huttley, from the 
Australian National Univer¬ 
sity. 

"By studying the molecular 
events you get an idea about 
what it takes to make a protein 
to target those specific physi¬ 
ological functions,” he told 
AFP. 

Huttley described a snake’s 
venom gland as "like a small 
drug company, running huge 
numbers of experiments on 
evolutionary timescales with 
new molecules and seeing 
what works”. 

The scientists had essen¬ 
tially "piggybacked” on the 
snake's internal research to try 
and map the amino acid 
changes involved in the evolu¬ 
tion of regular cells into 
venom and back again, he 
said. 

"This is proof-of-principle 
that an otherwise toxic mole¬ 
cule can be modified to pro¬ 
vide benefit to an organism, 
supporting interest in explor¬ 
ing their pharmaceutical po¬ 
tential,” said Huttley. 

"It's just another tool in the 
arsenal to provide opportuni¬ 
ties to target human diseases 
that we really want to fix.” 

The research was published 
in the latest edition of the jour¬ 
nal Nature Communications.

CAPE CANAVERAL (AFP) - US space shuttle Endeavour 
departed yesterday morning on its final voyage, heading 
cross-country from Florida to California, riding piggy¬ 
back on a specially fitted Boeing 747. Endeavour, which 
flew more than 185 million kilometers (115 million miles) 
in its two-decade career, completed its final mission last 
year. The 747 transporting the shuttle made several fly¬ 
overs in the area before heading west. It was also sched¬ 
uled to fly over the Stennis Space Center in Mississippi 
and a factory in Louisiana where some of its parts were 
made. It will then spend the night at the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston before heading out to California today. 
The jet and the shuttle will conduct flyovers on Friday in 
California before landing in Los Angeles. After the space 
agency NASA brought an end to the 30-year shuttle pro¬ 
gram last year, major US cities battled for the right to 
house one of the craft. Enterprise, the prototype that 
never flew into space, is now on permanent display on 
the runway of the aircraft carrier Intrepid in New York. 
The Kennedy Space Center will keep Atlantis, and Dis¬ 
covery is on display at a museum outside Washington.

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US housing market recovery gains 
traction 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
recovery in the US housing 
market continues to gain trac¬ 
tion, data released yesterday 
showed, a key improvement in 
the struggling economy just 
seven weeks before the presi¬ 
dential election. 

With the economy domina¬ 
ting a tight race between Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and 
Republican rival Mitt Romney 
ahead of the November 6 vote, 
signs of life are welcome in the 
housing sector, where millions 
of Americans have tied up their 
savings. 

A pair of August housing 
data releases yeserday further 
cemented the rough road back 
from a 2006 price bubble, ana¬ 
lysts said. 

Existing home sales jumped 
7.8 percent from July, the high- 
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est pace since May 2010, and 
were up 9.3 percent from a 
year ago, and prices increased 
the most in more than six 
years, the National Association 
of Realtors said. 

The median price for all 
housing types, including sin¬ 
gle-family homes, apartments 
and townhouses, rose to 
$187,400 in August, up 9.5 
percent from a year ago, the 
NAR said. 

That was the strongest year- 
on-year price increase since 
January 2006, just before the 
market collapse that drove the 
world's biggest economy into 
the severe 2008-2009 reces¬ 
sion. 

"The US housing recovery 
is for real," said Sal Guatieri, 
senior economist at BMO Ca-

Germany says Portugal's 
economic reforms 
'encouraging' 


BERLIN (AFP) - German Fi¬ 
nance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble said yesterday that 
the results of Portugal's crisis¬ 
fighting economic reforms 
were "encouraging" after talks 
with his Portuguese counter¬ 
part. 

"The Portuguese economic 
adjustment is proving to be a 
demanding and painful pro¬ 
cess, calling for heavy sacri¬ 
fices from the people, but the 
results are encouraging," a 
joint statement said. 

The reform program is also 
taking place "faster than ex¬ 
pected", it noted after Schaeu- 
ble's talks with Portuguese 
Finance Minister Vitor Gaspar. 

"Competitiveness is im¬ 
proving, government expendi¬ 
tures are now under control 


and the structural budget 
deficit has declined signifi¬ 
cantly," the statement said. 

Germany reaffirmed its 
confidence in Portugal and 
"strongly encourages the Por¬ 
tuguese authorities to continue 
addressing challenges and im¬ 
plementing policy conditiona¬ 
lity", it said. 

Portugal, which is under an 
EU-IMF bailout program, 
passed a key test of investor 
confidence yesterday with a 
successful bond auction, rais¬ 
ing 2.0 billion euros ($2.6 bil¬ 
lion) at sharply lower interest 
rates. 

It was the first auction since 
the country won an extra year 
from its lenders to bring its 
public deficit down to three 
percent of output. 



Argentina , led by President Cristina Fernandez de Kirch- 
ner, reported 8.9pc GDP growth in 2011 but independent 
analysts maintain the government overstated that num¬ 
ber.

Early Christians believed Jesus wed: 
Harvard expert

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Some early Christians be¬ 
lieved Jesus himself wed, a 
Harvard professor told the 
10th International Congress of 
Coptic Studies, the Harvard 
Gazette reported. 

Professor Karen King, who 
teaches at Harvard Divinity 
School, announced the exis¬ 
tence of an ancient Coptic text 
on papyrus including the 
words: "Jesus said to them, my 


wife." 

"Christian tradition has long 
held that Jesus was not mar¬ 
ried, even though no reliable 
historical evidence exists to 
support that claim," she told 
the congress in Rome. 

"From the very beginning, 
Christians disagreed about 
whether it was better not to 
marry, but it was over a cen¬ 
tury after Jesus' death before 
they began appealing to Jesus' 


marital status to support their 
positions," she added. 

The reference to an earthly 
partner for Christ is definitely 
not in line with what many 
Christians believe, but those 
common beliefs are undocu¬ 
mented, King stressed. 

The words, written in Cop¬ 
tic, a language of Egyptian 
Christians, are on a papyrus 
fragment of about one and a 
half inches by three inches (3.8 
centimeters to 7.6 centime¬ 
ters), it said. 

While several experts agree 
the yellowish brown papyrus 
is authentic, "final judgment 
on the fragment depends on 
further examination by col¬ 
leagues and further testing, es¬ 
pecially of the chemical 
composition of the ink," ac¬ 
cording to King. 




PARIS (AFP) - They share a 
passion for clothes, are ready 
to spend big on their looks — 
both boys and girls — and they 
all dress the same, a study on 
European youths and fashion 
revealed. 


The French Fashion Insti¬ 
tute this summer surveyed 
1,523 high school and univer¬ 
sity students aged 15-25 in 
France, Italy, Britain, Germany 
and Spain, publishing their 
findings at the Premiere Vision 
textile trade show. 

Across Europe, it found the 
youths — half boys, half girls - 
- to spend more than any other 
age group on fashion, with 
budgets steady despite the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Young men spent as much 
as their women counterparts, 
in sharp contrast to men over 
45, whose clothes budget rad¬ 
ically tailed off. 

Fashion was considered a 
budget priority on a par with 
food, socialising with friends 
and mobile phones. 

All said they received vary¬ 
ing degrees of help from their 
parents to buy clothes, up until 


they enter the job market 
which happens earliest in 
Britain, and latest in Italy 
where many live at home well 
into their 20s. 

Where do they shop? 
Mostly in high street chains — 
Zara, H&M or Topshop — 
ahead of the Internet, depart¬ 
ment stores and independent 
retailers. Hardly at all in sec¬ 
ond-hand or vintage stores. 

"These youths see fashion 
was a way of expressing 
themselves," said Patricia Ro- 
matet, co-author of the study. 

"It's part of their social life, 
fashion is fun, something you 
do with friends — especially 
for girls, and especially in 
cities." 

Yet while youths typically 
pride themselves on their 
savvy style, 82 percent simply 
buy the same brands as their 
friends.

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Football: Messi saves Barcelona Peru's Zambrano 
against Spartak denies Messi Insults 



BARCELONA (AFP) - Lionel 
Messi came to the rescue with 
a late double to earn Barcelona 
a 3-2 victory over Group G op¬ 
ponents Spartak Moscow on 
Wednesday as the Catalans 
stuttered in the opening match 
of their Champions League 
campaign. 

Barca are aiming for their 
third Champions League tro¬ 
phy in five years but could have 
had their first home defeat in 
the competition in nearly three 
years when Romulo gave the 
visitors the lead on the hour 
mark. 

The hosts have made a blis¬ 
tering start in La Liga with four 
straight wins and went ahead 
early on through Cristian Tello, 
but an own-goal from Dani 
Alves after 29 minutes brought 
Spartak back into the contest. 

Barca were enjoying the vast 


majority of the play but Ro- 
mulo’s second-half goal left 
them staring at potentially their 
first loss at the Camp Nou since 
another Russian club, Rubin 
Kazan, won here in 2009. 

Messi, though, put their Eu¬ 
ropean ambitions back on track 
with two poacher’s goals inside 
the last 20 minutes. 

Spartak's Spanish coach 
Unai Emery had never beaten 
Barcelona during his time in 
charge of Almeria or Valencia 
and it was always likely to be a 
severe test as his new charges 
arrived in the Catalan capital. 

However, if they were look¬ 
ing for any weaknesses then the 
Barca backline has not looked 
particularly comfortable of late 
and they were missing two in¬ 
tegral parts in Carles Puyol and 
Jordi Alba. 

Spartak's game plan, to de¬ 
fend deeply, was clear from the 
start, but inviting Barca to at¬ 
tack can be a dangerous tactic 
at the Camp Nou as they invari¬ 
ably find a way through. 

Tello should have given the 
home side the lead after 10 
minutes but he scooped his shot 
round the post following a de¬ 
lightful through ball from 
Messi. 

While Barca were dominat¬ 
ing, their situation deteriorated 
at the back as Gerard Pique had 
to go off a couple of minutes 
later having injured his leg 
while shooting and Alex Song 
was forced to step into the de¬ 
fence. 

A physical Spartak side had 
a distinct height advantage but 


it mattered little while they ball 
was at the other end, and Tello 
made up for his earlier miss 
with a fine shot from the edge 
of the area to give Barca the 
lead. 

The youngster stepped in¬ 
side Kirill Kombarov before 
slotting past 'keeper Andriy 
Dykan and into the far comer. 

Tito Vilanova's men looked 
comfortable at that point, but 
Spartak drew level from a rare 
breakaway, Emmanuel 

Emenike making a marauding 
mn down the right before see¬ 
ing his harmless pass steered 
into his own goal by Dani 
Alves on the back foot. 

Barca once again went on 
the offensive and Spartak were 
left hanging on against waves 
of attacks, with Sergio Bus- 
quets coming within a whisker 
of scoring with a header which 
he glanced wide from a comer. 

After the restart the intensity 
dropped out of Barca's play and 
the game began to open up. 

Messi forced a good save out 
of Dykan at one end and then 
Spartak stole into the lead as 
Aidan McGeady supplied the 
Brazilian Romulo, who fin¬ 
ished clinically into the comer. 

Vilanova took off Alves and 
switched to a three-man de¬ 
fence as they looked to get back 
in the game and Messi once 
again proved to be the differ¬ 
ence. 

He first knocked in a Tello 
pass from close range on 71 
minutes and then headed home 
an Alexis Sanchez cross with 
ten minutes to go. 



BERLIN (AFP) - Pem de¬ 
fender Carlos Zambrano on 
Wednesday denied insulting 
Argentina's Lionel Messi dur¬ 
ing the two countries' World 
Cup 2014 qualifier last week. 

In an open letter on the web¬ 
site of his club, Eintracht 
Frankfurt, Zambrano said: 
"After my match with the Peru¬ 
vian national team against Ar¬ 
gentina, articles appeared in the 
press saying that I had mocked 


and insulted Lionel Messi and 
Gonzalo Higuain. Which is 
false." 

"Those who know me know 
that I have always respected my 
opponents," added Zambrano, 
who said that players like 
Messi and Higuain "deserve the 
utmost respect and recognition" 
for "all of the great things they 
have done in their careers". 

After the match against Ar¬ 
gentina, several media outlets 
reported that Zambrano had ac¬ 
cused Messi and Higuain of 
"complaining about everything 
— they are like a couple of little 
girls". 

Zambrano scored Pern's goal 
in the 1-1 draw in Lima, with 
Real Madrid striker Higuain 
equalising for Argentina. 

The 23-year-old Zambrano, 
who has been in Germany since 
joining Schalke in 2006, moved 
to Eintracht after their promotion 
to the Bundesliga last season.
